er would sign a voluntary contract 
with the government to cut his 
already-allotted acreage. Ha could 
not use the "reserved land" for 
any 
other kind of crop or for 


grazing. In return, he would re- 
ceive 
a 
"cashable 
certificate" 


equal to a 
"percentage of the 


value of the crop he would have 
normally harvested" from the re- 
served acreage. These certificates 
would be redeemed by the govern- 
ment either in cash or "in kind" 
— that is, by giving tht farmer 
surplus commodities from the gov- 
ernment's own warehouses.

"using the surplus to reduce the 
surplus," Mr. Eisenhower said the

This would be a long-range pro- 
gram under which farmers would 
be "asked to contract voluntar- 
ily with the government to shift 
into forage, trees and water stor- 
age" croplands which are . now 
most in need of conservation mea- 
sures.
